(150  9 ) and  lower  than  'chat  for  England  and  Wales  (1502)0 

Tile  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  is  30  cl,  slightly  higher  than  last  year  (23  „2)  and 
slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (25.5)  <> 

The  chief  causes  of  death  has  again  been  mainly 
from  diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

Mains  supplies  of  water  continue  to  be 
sa ti sf actory o Swepstone  Village  has  been  provided 

with  a supply  from  Heather  and  Sinope  and  The  Aifcons 
from  the  reservoir  at  Hoo  Ash.  A new  standby  pump 
has  been  provided  at  the  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station 
Heather o A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  an  extension 
of  the  main  to  the  village  of  Lount . 

Of  the  post  war  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  Appleby  Me sna  and  Heather  are  in  course  of 
construction  and  approval  has  oeen  given  for  a start 
on  Worthington,,  An  inquiry  has  been  held  in  connection 
with  Packington  and  Osgathorpe  and  approval  given  in 
principal. 

There  are  now  288  Cesspools  in  the  district 
including  15  septic  tanks  constructed  during  the  year. 

34  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 

system  during  the  year. 

A scheme  for  a proposed  swimming  bath  was  not 
proceeded  with,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  water  supply. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  public  spirited  way  in  which 
the  sponsors  of  the  scheme  collaborated  with  the  Local 

Authority . 
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It  will  be  noted  that  action  was  again  necessary 
in  connection  with  milk  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus, 
but  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  notices  stopping  the 
sale  of  milko 

32  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year 
making  a total  of  4S4  post  war  houses  completed.  The 
total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  734,  and  the  number  of  applications 
during  the  year  324 0 

Although  no  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  have  been 
demolished,  three  areas  have  been  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  approval o A survey  has  been  carried  out  in  connection 
with  slum  clearance  and  approximately  200  houses  have  been 
tentatively  scheduled  for  action,, 

204  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year  including  112  cases  of  Measles,  51  Whooping 
Cough,  25  Pneumonia  and  12  Scarlet  Fever „ There  were 

4 deaths  from  Pneumonia.  Measles  was  notified  at  intervals 
during  the  whole  year,  but  most  cases  occurred  in  the  months 
of  October,  November  and  December,, 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  again  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  being  immunised 
against  diphtheria,  but  there  still  remains  a dangerously 
high  percentage  of  children  susceptible  to  diphtheria. 

Only  7 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year  of  which  5 were  Pulmonary.  There  were 
3 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

To  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of 
the  County  Council,  and  to  Doctor  Mair,  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  I wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for 
their  willing  help  and  co-operation. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Mr.  <T.  P.  Cook 
retired,  and  I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of 
wishing  him  good  health  in  his  retirement  and  to  thank 
him  for  the  help  he  has  given  in  the  past  years.  He 
has  always  devoted  himself  whole-heartedly  to  his  duties 
and  my  association  with  him  has  always  been  the  happiest.

My  predecessor;,  Mr«  Cook,,  retired  in  February  after 
serving  with  the  Council  for  a period  of  33  years „ 

During  the  year  changes  in  the  law  have  occurred  having 
a very  direct  bearing  on  the  work  of  the  department , the  main 
one  being  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Aetp  1954 0 The 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  now  called  upon 
all  local  authorities  to  prepare  slum  clearance  proposals,, 
and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  has  again  become  a responsibility 
for  local  butchers  with  all  the  attendant  problems  for  local 
authorities o There  has  been  legislation  in  connection  with 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals , Slaughter  Houses , Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  and  a new  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  although 
the  latter  does  not  come  into  operation  until  a date  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Minister,, 
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Although  only  a comparatively  small  number  of 
Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  years  a start 
was  made  on  the  Peggs  Close  Site  for  102  houses  at  Measham 
(Gregory  Houses )„  and  tenders  have  been  approved  for  98 
houses  at  Donistnorpe  (Wimpey  Houses ). 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  private 
houses  under  construction « 

Sound  progress  has  been  made  with  water  schemes  in 
the  district  with  the  result  that  there  is  now  only  one 
village  urgently  in  need  of  water  mains 0 A scheme  has 
been  drawn  up  for  this  village  and  it  is  felt  that  this 
should  be  pushed  ahead  as  rapidly  as  possible „ 

There  are  still  only  four  parishes  with  sewage  works 
and  of  these p two  in  particular  are  badly  overloaded  (Measham 
and  Ravens tone)  and  require  enlargement „ A scheme  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  former  is  in  hand0  Work  on  the 
Appleby  Magna  sewerage  scheme  has  commenced  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  Ministry  should  be  pressed  to  allow  the 
Snarestone  scheme  to  be  commenced  before  this  finishes  as  a 
joint  sewage  works  is  to  be  used0  Similar  requests  should 
be  made  for  the  laying  of  sewers  tc  be  permitted  in  Newbold 
as  soon  as  the  Worthington  Scheme  is  commenced 0 

There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  during  the  year 
for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  as  a result  a cesspool 
emptying  vehicle  was  placed  on  order,,  This  vehicle  will 
be  used  for  the  emptying  of  pans  in  one  half  of  the  district 
and  should  make  this  extremely  unpleasant  task  slightly
